Industrial Planning and Taxation 


It appears to be a pretty wen settled 


opinion among businessmen, industrial 
leaders and promoters of industrial devel- 
opment that taxation is the most important 
factor considered when the location of a 
new industrial plant is selected. Gov. 
Kelson's committee studying the state's 
tax problem wants more information on 
this point. Through a subcommittee it has 
assigned John A. WUkie. research associ- 
ate :n the State Tax department, to a study 
of this important question. Wilkie is on 
loan to the subcommittee. 


Wiik-e has been thumbing through re- 


ports by other tax committees which stud- 
ied the state's tax problem under previous 
administrations. There are a host of such 
reports on file in the capitol and it is prob- 
able that he caa get most of the informa- 
tion he needs from these reports. In a pre- 
liminary report to the subcommittee last 
week Wilkie listed a number of factors 
other than taxes which might influence 
manufacturers considering sites in Wis- 
consin. 


He found that Wisconsin has some dis- 


advantage in transportation since it is not 
on the main east-west routes but that it has 
some advantages in its highway system and 
fine port facilities. The state is at some dis- 
advantage because of its distance from such 
materials as semi-finished and finished 
goods used by manufacturers. Though it 
would profit if a steel mill should be built 
in the Milwaukee area it does have a good 
source of supply for other industries such 
as those processing foods, manufacturing 
cement or paper.

Proof of Dupism 


If there is anything that irritates liber- 


sis and leftwingers more than anything 
else it is the charge that they are being 
used by the communists — that in fighting 
for liberal causes they are, in fact, acting 
as dupes of Moscow. Because so many of 
these people are very sincere in their be- 
liefs, and because the communists camou- 
flage their activities so well, this allegation 
makes the high-minded liberals wild. 


Yet there is simply no doubt whatever 


that a great many demonstrations on behalf 
of "good causes'' take place because or- 
ders have gone out from Moscow, and these 
orders have been acted upon by men who 
know their business. We can think of no 
better way of showing this than by citing 
the contrast between the cases of Caryl 
Chessman and Allan Lawrence Pope. 


Chessman was a sex criminal who was 


condemned to death in California, and 
spent over 12 years in a death cell making 
use of every leniency and loophole of 
American law in fighting for his life. As 
his execution approached, people opposed 
to the death penalty became active through- 
out the world. Black headlines appeared in 
newspapers printed in all the languages of 
humanity, demonstrations and even riots 
took place before American embassies in 
many foreign capitals, "death watches" 
were set up by anti-capital punishment 
people at San Quentin, before the gover- 
nor's office and elsewhere. U. S. diplomats 
reported that Chessman's execution was 
going to hurt America's prestige in many 
parts of the world. Even the pope was pre- 
vailed upon to issue a statement deploring 
the use of capital punishment. 


any other in the midwest and a fine record 
for production. Wages in Wisconsin an 
more favorable than those in 
Ohio. Illinois or Indiana. Availability of 
water at low cost is an important advantage 
although some cities have a shortage and 
other places are plagued by pollution of 
their streams. Wilkie said a 1947 study in- 
dicated Wisconsin ranks highest in the av- 
erage cost of electricity. It was second for 
energy produced by bituminous coal, first 
for that produced by fuel oil, coke and an- 
thracite coat and third for that produced 
by natural gas. Wilkie thinks the situation 
would be the same today for most items 
mentioned. 


The industrial commission's strict en- 


forcement of safety regulations in the mat- 
ter of building and work standards is con- 
sidered a disadvantage but one that might 
be offset considerably by the lower indus- 
trial accident rates which result from strict 
enforcement. Again Wisconsin's per capita 
expenditures for welfare were third high- 
est in the midwest for 1957. 


Wilkie has been directed to continue his 


work in this field which is considered im- 
portant, since most of the evidence uncov- 
ered by the special tax committee so far 
tends to show that taxes are the most 
important consideration in the location of 
industries. There are some experts who dis- 
agree with the importance attached to taxa- 
tion but it is not an easy thing to make a 
convincing argument for that side of the 
story in view of the fact that hard cash is 
involved directly in the matter of taxation 
whereas some of the other advantages offer 
more indirect benefits. 


Allan Pope is an American soldier of 


fortune who cast his lot with the rebels at- 
tempting to overthrow the Indonesian gov- 
ernment last year. He was captured by gov- 
ernment forces, and recently was sentenced 
to death by an Indonesian court. In his de- 
fense he pointed out that he bombed only 
military targets, and more important, that 
the native flyers and soldiers who were cap- 
tured with him had all been released. It is 
difficult to escape the conclusion that he 
received the death sentence because he is 
an American. 


Will demonstrations, similar to those 


that took place before Chessman's execu- 
tion, be organized on behalf of Pope? Will 
the people who decry capital punishment 
issue statements and cause a similar fuss? 
We doubt it. The reason, of course, is that 
world communism does not want to embar- 
rass the Indonesian government as it did 
the U. S. government —and world commu- 
nism holds the strings that operate these 
demonstrations and cause these voices to 
speak out 


The vast majority of those people, at 


least in this country, who campaigned 
against the Chessman execution were mo- 
tivated, we are sure, fay high principles and 
good hearts. They had no idea they were 
being used — but they were. As the 
Saturday Evening Post points out, they 
have not been heard from regarding the 
execution of teenage Hungarian freedom 
fighters, or of millions of people in Red 
China who oppose the regime — in fact, 
many of these same people urge that we 
recognize the Red Chinese government. 
And. as the Post adds, they are setting up 
no hue and cry for Allan Pope. 


Tne Disinterested Citizen 


Whitney North Seymour, the president- 


elect of the American Bar association, spoke 
on what he called "the disinterested citi- 
zen" in his commencement address at Dart- 
mouth college this June. 


The speaker chose a purposely provoca- 


tive phrase and withheld his definition of 
such a citizen until near the end of his re- 
marks- Yet from his praise of such indi- 
viduals and a recital of their vital role in 
American community life it was plain he 
did not speak in disparagement. 


As it turned out Mr. Seymour, in re- 


ferring to a "disinterested citizen." was 
speaking of those community residents who 
lead and support 
community 
service 


projects without thought of personal ma- 
terial gals. la other words they are disin- 


terested in that their interest in service to 
their community does not stem from a de- 
sire for personal reward. 


There certainly are rewards in such un- 


dertakings in the way of personal satisfac- 
tion and a feeling of accomplishment and 
these are sufficient in many cases to elicit 
terrific energy and effort from many pub- 
lic-minded citizens. 


We hear frequent offhand criticism of 


so-called '"do-gooders." and frequent suspi- 
cions expressed that there must be a ma- 
terial motive in the background. It was re- 
freshing to have Mr. Seymour tell the grad- 
uates of one of our older and more re- 
spected colleges that their careers in their 
home communities should include service 
as "disinterested citizens." 


Everything in Texas Must be Big 


The city council of Houston. Texas has 


voted to make Houston the largest city in 
the world. It seems that Alaska has given 
some people in Texas an inferiority com- 
plex. Since Texas is no longer the largest 
state it must find some other way to excel 
and what is simpler than to create a large 
city. 


Mayor Lewis Cutrer called the idea 


preposterous hut he had only one council- 
man with him in opposition to the move. 
The six other councilmen plunged right 
ahead and voted to annex about 1.100 
square miles which is everything in Harris 
County not now a part of another city. 
Houston had 450 square miles of area to 
start with and thus was close to Los Angeles 
in area. Los Angeles, with 455 square miles, 
was the largest city in the United States. 
However, Houston may not be safe for very 
long because the community of Kiruna, 
Sweden, the center of an iron ore area, is 
5,088 square miles. Kiruna is probably not 


considered a city at the moment but some 
day when it wants to feel big it might be- 
come one. 


Greater London has an area of 692.9 


square miles but its administrative area is 
only 117 square miles. Rio de Janeiro has 
an area of 452 square miles and New York 
City with its five boroughs is 299 square 
miles. For purpose of comparison Outa- 
gamie County has 646 square miles. 


A point to notice about Houston is that 


the Texas city may by action of the city 
council extend its boundaries in any direc- 
tion to take in land not already within the 
confines of another city. It is pretty sure 
that many Wisconsin cities would immedi- 
ately extend their borders if they were un- 
der the Texas law. It may be that Houston 
is being encroached upon by other cities 
and wants to protect itself in the future. 
However, the great incentive in this in- 
stance appears to have been merely a de- 
sire to be big.

For 
that reason, it may prove 
fruitful to take a look at the 
socialized medicine program 
in Britain, inaugurated 12 
years ago. 


The British system is part- 


of the nation's social securi- 
ty system. Under it, British 
workers and employers con- 
tribute weekly and, in re- 
turn, receive free medical 
care, except for paying part 
of the cost of dentistry and 
drugs. 


When the plan began, its 


proponents said that the plan 
could be fully financed for 
S475.000.000 a year (Eng- 
land's population is about 
44.000.000.) In its first full 
year of operation, however, 
the cost was nearly triple, 
or $1.230.000.000. By 1959. the 
cost had soared to over $2.- 
000.000.000. wiih the British 
Treasury paying six - sev- 
enth's of the total. Four- 
hundred thousand bureau- 
crats are employed by the 
ministry of health tl out of 
every 100 Englishmen V or 2i 
clerks for every doctor in the 
British Isles. 


The heart of sound medi- 


cal care is in the patient-doc- 
tor relationship. In Britain, 
one may sign up with the 
doctor of his choice. For 
each patient, the doctor re- 
ceives an average of S2.73 
yearly. On this basis, to 
earn a living, the doctor 
must see 100 patients a day. 


giving them 3 m i n u t e s 
apiece. A British doctor 
writes. "Complete physical 
examinations are a rare lux- 
ury. Electrocardiog rams, 
blood work, x-ray studies 
and so forth are not avail- 
able to the general practi- 
tioner. Once the doctor de- 
cides his patient is ill the 
patient expects to be re- 
ferred to a hospital. This 
breaks the doctor's contact 
with the patient whose diag- 
nosis and treatment are giv- 
en at the hospital by doctors 
on the staff." 


The average length of hos- 


pitalization in America is 
6-7 days. In 1953 in England 
the average stay was 20 
days. Hospital beds are hard 
to get. A person in need of a 
tonsiilectomy v.-ill prohahly 
wait from 18 months to two 
years for a bed. In 1958 a 
half-million people were on 
hospital waiting lists. Work 
absenteeism has increased. 
Claims for benefits for loss 
of wages due to illness in- 


creased SO per cent in the 
first six years of socialized 
medicine in England. No pri- 
vate hospitals are being 
built, and the number of new 
public hospitals which have 
been built is pitifully small, 
as the huge cost of the pro- 
gram forced retrenchments. 


America has perhaps the 


finest system of medical 
care in the world. As a re- 
sult, we are living longer 
and enjoy better health than 
any people in history. Before 
we change our system for 
any reason, we- had better 
think long and hard and take 
a good look at those who did 
change.
